4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art shows a 
caster wheel assembly comprising a plurality of side plates and a housing between the side plates 
(Larson). The prior art also show first and second axles along with an elastomeric upport 
member (Welsch et al, Plate). However, the prior art does not each of the above elements further 
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combined with an adjustment member that presses the second axle at least indirectly against the 
elastmeric support or adjusts the position of a corresponding first or second axle relative to the 
housing, and where the housing rotates relative to the side plates.
